nance regulating dogs and horses 
the latter over the advice of Town 
ship Atty. Don Vaile who said tha 
he questioned the legality of at 
tempting to regulate a condition 
that already existed. 


Regulate 


At any rate, the town meeting 


adopted an ordinance regulatinj 
junk yards, second hand furniture 
stores and used motor vehicle busi 
nesses, requiring that these be ap 
proved by the township adviser be 
fore being granted a license to 
operate in the township outsid 
of the corporate limits of Dixon. 


The ordinance also establishec 


a $25 license fee annually, such 
license to be revoked for the fol 


and adopted a new code 


lowing causes:: Conviction of a 
felony, 
obtaining license under 


false pretenses, dishonest business 
practices, failure to comply with 
any applicable zoning law, viola 
ion of any provisions of the rule or 
by-law. 


Supervisor as Boss 


It also set up the supervisor as 


an authority to establish "reason 
able rules and regulations" lor the 
health, protection and \veliare of 
he residents of the township. 
Another ordinance requires any 


>erson or corporation operating a 
>us or busses on the roads or 
streets of the township outside ot 
Dixon to procure a franchise from 
he township. 


Rule.? for the regulation of the 


nstallation of septic tanks in rural 
nd non-city areas created consid- 
erable discussion and eventually 
round up in a watered-down ordi- 
lance which icquired a permit, but 
10 fee, as proposed. Attempts to 
equire home owners to have sew- 
ge material hauled away was dc- 
eatcd. 


Explain Regulation 


It was generally agreed that the 
omc owner should "show compli- 
nee with all the laws of the State 
f Illinois concerning such inslalla- 
ion."

can expect lower taxes for 
township salaries and general 
assistance (relief) in 1953 as 
the result of action taken at 
the annual town meeting last 
night. 


Approximately 50 taxpayers at- 


tending voted unanimous approv- 
al of a combined levy for those 
two purposes that represented a 
saving of almost $4,500 over the 
amount levied at last'year's an- 
nual meeting. 


$2,000 Lowor 


The levy, presented by Super- 


visor A. C. Higby, showed the 
greatest drop in general 
assist- 


ance funds where only $10,500 was 
voted for the 1952-53 period 
as 


compared with 
$12,500 
levied 


for the fiscal period ending March 
25 of this year. 


Supervisor's relief accounts dis- 


closed & whopping balance of $10,- 
458.08 which allowed for the de- 
creased levy for next year. Hlg-" 
by said that he was anticipating 
no great demands on relief funds 
and therefore was digging into the 
surplus funds to lower taxes. He 
saw no need for carrying such a 
large balance, he said. 


$2,000 For Repairs 


In the Town fund (set aside for 


officers' salaries, town hall ex- 
pense 
and other miscellaneous

'Ground Swell* 
In Tuesday Vote 
'People Beginning 
To Speak,* Senator 
Douglas Comments 


WASHINGTON — (API- 


Son. Robert A. Taft said to- 
day Midwestern voters have 
demonstrated there is "just 
as much of a ground swell for 
Taft as for Eisenhower." 


The Ohio senator claimed "a 


very substantial victory" in the 
Wisconsin primary y e s t e r d a y 
where he won 24 of 30 Republican 
delegates in a contest against Gov. 
Earl Warren of California and for- 
mer Gov. Harold E. Stassen of 
Minnesota. 


"Apparent Victor" 


Taft told a news conference he 


had won "an apparent victory" in 
Nebraska, where he was running 
ahead of Gen. Dwight D. Eisen- 
hower in the presidential popular- 
ity test. Both the Taft and Eisen- 
hower votes in Nebraska were on 
a write-in basis, 'while Stassen— 
whose name was on the ballot— 
was third us he was in Wisconsin. 


Eisenhower's name was not on 


the ballot In Wisconsin, where 
write-in votes were not permitted. 


The "ground swell'' reference 


was based on the claims of Eisen- 
hower backers that his 106,000 
votes in the Minnesota primary 
March 18 showed evidence of a 
great amount of popular appeal 
by the general among the citizens 
of the Midwest. *. 


Confirms Relief 


Taft said the outcome in Ne- 


braska had confirmed his belief 
that "Minnesota meant nothing 
except that the Eisenhower peo- 
ple were ail organized" there and 
"we were not." 


Son. Paul H. Douglas of Illinois, 


a Democrat, had this comment on 
the two primaries: 


"The people arc beginning to 


speak in unmistakable terms,"and 
it would be well for the politicians 
and the king-makers to listen." 


He did not. elaborate on that 


statement. 


CalK It "Amazing." 


And Sen. Henry Cabot, Lodge, 


Jr. (R-Mass), a leading Eisenhow- 
er supporter, said of the Wisconsin 
primary: 


"With the leading candidate ab- 


sent from the" contest it Is amaz- 
ing that Sen. Taft got only about 
two-fifths of the total vote, and 
Governor Warren took six dele- 
gates in a three-cornered fight." 


Taft said he had polled about 43 


per cent of. the. vote .In -the Wis- 
consin race.

Senators Robert A. Taft 


'and Estes Kefauver, scoring 
heavily in primaries in Wis- 
consin and Nebraska, opened 
up big leads today -in; the race 
for delegates to the presiden- 
tial nominating conventions.' 


Taft, the Republican from 


Ohio, won by 50,000 votes 
over his nearest competitor in 
the Wisconsin primary yes- 
terday. -That gave him 24 of 
the state's 30 delegates to the 
Chicago, convention. 


He held a smaller margin in Ne- 


braska—about 5.000—but the trend 
indicated an apparent Taft victory 
there, too. 


Kefmiver Lead* 


Kefauver. the Democrat 
from 


Tennessee, won by a thumping ma- 
jority in Wisconsin. He was ISO.. 
000 votes ahead of hi* closest foe. 
And he licked Sen. Robert S. Kerr 
of Oklahoma in Nebraska, the first 
state where Kerr was entered as 
a candidate. 


Kerr conceded defeat in Nebras- 


ka shortly after daybreak. He said 
Kefauver "has evidently won the 
popularity contest for which 1 con- 
gratulate him." 


Kefauver picked up 28 delegates 


in Wisconsin. 


Nebraska'^ delegates—18 Repub- 


licans and'12 Democrats—were not" 
committed to vote for anyone at 
the conventions. 


Win* All Delegate* 


Taft won all 10 at-large delegates 


in Wisconsin and his slate won out, 
too, in 14 of 20 district races. Gov. 
Earl Warren of California got trie 
other six delegates. Former GOV. 
Harold E. Stassen bf Minnesota^ 
victor in Wisconsin four years ago, 
got none. 


Gen. Dwight b. Eisenhower1! 


name was not on the ballot in that 
state. Write-In votes were prohi. 
blted. But Warren backers said 
if their man failed to show strength 
at the convention, they would 
switch to Elsenhower. 
Stassen 


promised to split his 
delegate 


strength with the general. 


Stassen's name was on the bal- 


lot in Nebraska; Taft's and Eisen- 
hower's weren't. But Stassen was 
running a poor third in the popu- 
larity contest there.

put out this statement:

HELSINKI. Finland — (AP) — 


Prim* Minister 
Stalin's 
latest 


statement may signal an all-out 
drivd by- the Communists to pic- 
ture the'Soviet Union as the only 
champion of a unified Germany. 


Stalin said he considers the pres- 


ent moment opportune for unifica- 
tion of Germany. He-said it at a 


time when the Western powers are 
planning to sign a peace contiact 
with West Germany as a whole. 
The United States, Britain and 
France have been unable to find 
an approach toward such unifica- 
tion that is acceptable both to East 
and West. The Soviet Union, for 
one thing, has refused to do busi- 
ness with a United Nations com- 
mission designated to find out if

Greeks Support U.S.Election System 


Behind U. S. Ambassador to Athens John E. Peuri- 


foy's recent "interference" in Greek internal affairs is 
an involved story. Before last fall's Greek elections, the 
U. S. government used its "influence" to have the King 
name Field Marshal Papagos as prime minister. When 
Ambassador Peurifoy found that there was considerable 
personal dislike of the King for the Field Marshal, this 
effort was dropped. 


Next Nicholas Plastiras came to Ambassador Peuri- 


foy and asked American government backing for his 
political-support. Plastiras' principal argument was that 
it was now his turn to be prime minister. This appeal 
was denied and the U. S. embassy in Athens kept hands 
off of the September elections. 


In this election, the Papagos Greek Rally party 


won 114 seats in Parliament. The Plasttiras Progressive 
party won 81 scats. Former Prime Minister Sophocles 
Venizelos' Liberal party won 57 seats. Nobody had a 
majority of the 285-member Parliament. 
Pastiras be- 


came prime minister by forming an alliance with Veni- 
zelos. Actually, Plastiras has been ill much of the time 
and Venizelos has been running the government. 


General Papagos has now called for new elections 


with a simple majority-wins system to replace the pro- 
portional representation system by which the present 
Parliament was chosen. 
In the interest of obtaining 


maximum use of American aid to Greece, Ambassador 
Peurifoy has supported this reform. Plastiras favors it, 
too, but Venizelos opposes it because he would lose by it. 


In a simple majority voting system like the Ameri- 


can system were put into effect in Greece. General Pap- 
agos' party would probably win and he would become 
prime minister. 


This would fit in perfectly with what Ambassador 


Peurifoy has thought all along would b« in the best 
Greek interests. He is being supported by most of the 
Greek press and public opinion.

. WASHINGTON —(AP)— The na 
tion's telegraph and telephone sys- 
tems braced today for a series of 
threatened strikes due fo start at 
midnight. 
; Approximately 30,000 Western 
Union employes were set to walk 
off the job across the country. A 
top official in their union, the AFL 
'Commercial Telegraphers 
Uniun 


(CTU). said "there definitely will 
be a strike as matters now stand." 


Other Walkouts 


•The CIO Communications Work- 


ers of America (CWA) has called 
a strike of more than 40.000 Amer- 
ican Telephone and 
Telegraph 


workers in Ohio, Michigan and 
Northern California for tomorrow 
morning. And 16,000 Western Elec- 
tric Co. employes in 43 states nave 
scheduled a strike for Monday. 
Western Electric is a subsidiary of 
A. T. & T. and its employes are 
also represented by the CWA*. 


If 
the Western Union strike 


comes off as scheduled, it is ex- 
pected to cripple telegraph facili- 
ties from coast to coast, with the 
exception of New York City. Em- 
ployes there belong to another 
union. 


Western Union announced 
in 


Washington, it has filed with the 
National .Labor Relations Board a 
charge of "unfair labor practice" 
against the CTU. 


Violated-Rights 


The company said the CTU had 


violated employes' legal' rights by 
threatening to fine them if they 
work during the strike or cross a 
picket line. 


Under the law, Western Union 


said in a statement to its employes, 
"It is unfair labor practice for a 
union to restrain or coerce em- 
ployes in the exercise of these 
rights" to refrain from collective 
action.' 


The union is demanding a 16-cent 


across-the-board .wage boost. It 
also wants its work week reduced 
from 48 to 40 hours, with no reduc- 
tion in pay. The two demands to- 
gether are estimated to cost 50 
cents an hour for-each employe. 


So far the company has made no 


offer. It contends ii'As not in a po- 
sition to increase wages, now aver- 
aging about $1.63'an hour.

A good many people who never even had a nodding acquaintance 


with the business end of a rod until a few days ago are now casting 
like experts, and taking a fair share of fish. As a matter of record, 
young, old. blind and feeble are tossing baits all over the landscape with 
startling case and deadly results—thanks to the spinning reel. 


This reel is designed HO that the spool doesn't turn. The 


line simply peels off the spool, just the way thread pools off a 
spool when you hold It by one end. In terms of fishing this 
means no more foul-ups. No matter how clumsy and inexpe- 
rienced the operator, 10 minutes of practice will put him in. 
the big leagues. 


We've seen eight-year-olds one-armed veterans, and people whose 


hands were crippled by rheumatism turn out star performances after 
a few trial casts. Many folks never take up fishing because they lack 
self-confidence. Nobody can enjoy a sport unless he masters the fun- 
damentals, and novices are apt to throw in the towel after long prac- 
tice sessions with more complicated casting tackle.

Those days arc gone forever, and we predict a quarter 


million new angler* in the United States before long. It hap- 
pened In Europe, where spinning began and it's happening 
here. One manufacturer has sold over 200,000 spinning rccU 
in the past three years, and he's 40,000 reels behind in his or- 
der* for 1952. 


The'nice thing about spinning, aside from its simplicity, is that 


the tackle is versatile enough to be used for anything short of sea- 
monsters, and it doesn't make much difference whether you use live 
bait or artificial lures. Spinning tackle comes in various sizes, and 
once you get snagged in this game, the chances are that you'll want 
two or three outfits to get the most out of your fishing.

They have a direct' effect upon our 
efforts here to establish a secure 
defensive arrangement in Western 
Europe. 


Morale Klnes 


"On the encouraging side, there 


has been almost a revolutionary 
rise in the morale of the armed 
forces. Their training is efficient, 
directed by some of the most ex- 
perienced soldiers, sailors and air- 
men alive today.1 In each case, in 
each unit, there is a growing confi- 
dence that they can do their job." 


The report said the soldiers on 


the Allied side faced 225 Russian 
and satellite divisions and 20,000 
Russian planes, good in quality and 
steadily improving. 


On the Allied side are feuer than 


50 divisions and 4,000 planes to be 
ready by the end of this year. 


"The 
Soviet army casts its 


shadow over the length and breadth 
of Europe." he said. "The satel 
lite countries have increased the 
size and combat effectiveness of 
their armed forces. 


Air Force Growit 


"The Soviet air force in Eastern 


Germany is currently -replacing 
obsolescent aircraft with jet planes. 
Work on airfields, communications, 
and supply installations is being 
vigorously pursued in Eastern Eur- 
ope." 


"Nevertheless, the tide has be- 


gun to flow our way and the situ 
tion of the free worlds is brighter 
than it was a year ago. At Lisbon, 
our member nations made great 
headway on issues vital to our 
continued progress. They strength- 
ened our eastern flank by bringing 
into NATO the stout-hearted peo- 
ples of Grece and Turkey. They 
agreed to the concept of a Euro1 
pean defense community ana a 
close relationship with the Ger- 
man Federal Republic." 


List Plans 


He' listed plans for the 4,000 


planes, 25 active divisions and 25 
reserve divisions as added security 
factors, then added: 


"i personally would look upon 


completion of this program 
as 


clear material evidence that the 
basic goals of our combined enter- 
prise are going to be achieved " 


That was an important Kick-off 


line in the report, for it indicated 
Eisenhower's belief that he could 
go back to America able to point 
to a defense job well on the road 
to completion.

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Birthmarks Sometimes Source 
Of Heartache, Can Be Removed 


The birth of a child into a family 


should mean great happiness and 
usually it does. Frequently, now- 
ever, the child will bear some 
blemish that brings heartache and 
grief to the family. Parents blame 
themselves and this is wrong, the 
educational committee of the Illi- 
no'is State Medical society points 
out. 


Just why these blemishes or 


birthmarks occur is not known, but, 
as the late Dr. William Allen Pusey 
observed: This is just a part of 
the skin that was not built accord- 
ing to specifications. 


Old Wives Tales • 


Frights or other fears belong in 


the old "wives tales" handed down 
through the years. That they are 
responsible for any marking of the 
baby before birth cannot be proved 
in any medical experience? Per- 
haps the myth could be exploded, 
if one remembered that if these 
birthmarks resulted from any such 
beginning, few children would be 
born today without some such sign 
of strain or stress. Indeed, instead 
of showing such fancied signs as 
spiders or strawberries, they would 
reveal cowcatchers, airplane wings 
or automobile wheels. 


There's Remedy 


Today, there is no need tor chil- 


dren to carry these so-called birth- 
marks. In the hands of a competent 
physician the removal of the blem- 
ishes is assured, particularly when 
the child is young. When treatment 
is begun early, there is usually 
less scarring and less disfigure- 
ment. 


Since the blemishes appear In 


different forms such as growths, 
with dark and roughened surfaces 
and excessive hair patches, the 
treatment is an individual problem. 
The location of the mark is also a 
consideration. For example, if it is 
near the eye, care must be taken 
not to impair the sight. 


List Procedures 


Cauterization, radium and car- 


bon dioxide snow are some of the 
procedures that may be utilized in 
the treatment of birthmarks. 


Surgery >is frequently employed 


and special methods may be need- 
ed according to the individual 
problem. 


Parents should be alert to the 


care- of birthmarks. Frequently, 
some are of the type that disappear 
in time without treatment, but it is 
not wise for a parent to make this 
decision himself. 


A child, who is otherwise nornia. 


is, unfortunately and through ignoi 
ance of others, apt to develop cei 
tain emotional problems, if th 
mark is not removed. A cniU 
should be given every opportunit. 
to meet competition on a soun 
basis. Again there is the danger o 
some blemishes, such as certaii 
types of moles, developing int< 
malignant growths. 


Parents Blameless 


Parents of children born with so 


called birthmarks should rem'em 
her that they are not at fault, Thil 
is a theory based on superstition 
and conjecture and has no scien 
tific basis. 


They should, however, make 


every attempt to seek competent 
medical advice so that the treat 
ment for the removal of the biem- 
ish can be started early. Marked 
improvement can be effected by 
the proper choice of treatment. 
This is true particularly today, re- 
gardless of the extent or location 
of the birthmark, whether it be 
an unusual distribution of skin pig- 
ment or whether it be an abnormal 
growth of blood vessels which 
cause the disfigurement.

Dixon, Illinois 
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Rise Expected 
To Continue in 
Near Future 


A two-month period ending Feh, 


15 saw employment in this area 
start an upward trend which is 
expected to continue through com- 
ing months, according to a report 
on labor market trends by the 
Illinois State Employment service, 
Rock Falls. 


Employment increases among 


metal-working plants were great 
enough to overcome seasonal re- 
ductions in trade, service and con- 
struction, and thus slightly boost 
the employment level, the report 
said. 


- Details of the report are as fol- 
lows: 


Forty-nine leading local estab- 


lishments reported net employ- 
ment gains of about 200, with 
manufacturing 
industries 
being 


wholly responsible for this rise. 


Expansion Noted 


Non-electrical 
machinery 
ex- 


panded as a result of greater steel 
allocations, and seasonal gains 
occurred in food-processing and 
leather-products industries. 


Small losses in retail trade 


and service partly offset these 
manufacturing increases. 
The construction industry lost 


about 50 workers, but agriculture, 
about mid-way through a compara- 
tively inactive winter season, hired 
about 25 workers. However, much 
of the local agriculture activity 
is dairy farming, which is not 
subject, to extreme fluctuations 
usually 
associated 
with grain 


farming. 


Most Are Inexperienced 


A majority of jobless workers 


consisted of relatively low skilled 
and inexperienced workers. Un- 
skilled women comprise the bullc 
of the registered job seekers. 


•A bright outlook was reported 


for employment. Seasonal fac- 
tors will boost overall employ- 
ment in the next few months. 
Construction employment noon 
, will rise substantially, and a sea- 
sonal upswing In agriculture will 
be effected by asparagus picking 
this month. 
Manufacturing 
industries 
will 


hold steady and expand whenever 
suitable labor is available. 


Employes Hard to Find 


But it is expected that employ- 


ers' labor needs will be increas- 
ingly hard to find, in view of an 
almost complete depletion of male 
labor. Any substantial expansion 
among local plants can be accom- 
plished only through "in-migra- 
tion." 


During recent months, acjjte lack 


of housing has discouraged "in- 
migrants" from coming to this 
area. However, the planned hous- 
ing project in Dixon may provide 
a remedy to the condition.
